Perce,  a  small  town  on  the  Gaspe  Peninsula,  is  one  of  the  most  quaint  and  un- 
touched SPOTS  in  Canaba,  Although  it  is  modern  to  a  certain  extent,  it  still  pos- 
sesses SOME  OF  the  characteristics  OF  OLD  FraNCE.

NED FOR  THE  Amethyst  to  carry  supplies  to 
THE  British  Embassy  in  Nanking.  The  H..Vi.3. 
Consort  at  Nanking  had  gone  down  river  to 
assist  her  but  was  so  heavily  shelled  that 
she  had  to  keep  going  without  helping  the 
Amethyst.   Up  river  had  come  the  cruiser 
London  and  frigate  Black  Swan  also  to  help 
but  they  too  were  forced  back.  The  casual- 
ties all  around  were  very  heavy.  Meanwhile 
THE  Amethyst  had  managed  to  refloat  herself 

AND  proceed  up  RIVES  TO  A  SAFER  AMCHOR/^GE 
where  SHE  ATTEMPTED  TO  REPAIR  THE  DAMAGE. 

two  doctors,  two  officers  and  medical  sup- 
plies were  flown  down  to  her  safely  from 
Nanking.   One  of  the  officers  was  Lieut. 
Commander  J.S.  Keranb  who  was  to  take  com- 
mand OF  THE  SHIP,  AS  THE  COMMANDING  OFFI- 
CER HAD  BEEN  KILLED  ALONG  WITH  1/  OTHERS 
during  THE  ATTACK. 

Throughout  the  summer  months  the  mme- 
thyst  lay  at  her  anchor'-ge.   mn  attempt 
was  made  to  arrange  a  safe  conduct  for  her 
to  proceed  down  river,  but  the  communists

The  U.S.S.  OKLAHOMA,  the  57th  bat- 
tleship of  the  United  States  Navy  was  on 
December  7j  \  9^\     fully  loaded  with  sto- 
res, PROVISIONS,  FUEL  OIL  AND  AMMUNITION. 

Practically  the  full  crew  of  over  1 400 
men  and  officers  were  aboarb  her  as  she 
was  moored  outboarb  of  the  u.s.s.  mary- 
land at  the  interrupted  quays  off  fo r d 
Island  with  her  port  side  facing  the 
Pearl  Harbor  Navy  Yard  headed  towarbs 

THE  entrance  CHANNEL. 

Just  about  the  time  for  "colors" 
A  cavalcade  of  unexpected  planes  hove 

INTO     SIGHT,      BOVE     LOW     OVER     THE     NaVY     YaRB 

channel  and  almost  in  the  twinkling  of 
an  eye,  at  point  blank  range  let  go  a 
host  of  deadly  torpedoes.   several  of 
these,  hit  their  marks  on  the  exposed 
broadside  of  the  oklahoma  and  exploded 
within  the  lower  decks  of  the  ship. 
Yet  even  in  that  short  space  of  time, 
the  crew  was  already  either  at  their 

various  battle  stations  OR  ENROUTE  TO 
THOSE  STATIONS.    ThE  UNSUSPECTING  SHIP 
HAD  FILLED  SO  RAPIDLY  FROM  HER  RUPTURED 
HULL,  THAT  SHE  BROKE  ALL  HER  MOORING 
LINES  AND  HEELED  OVER  INTO  THE  STREAM 
AND  AFTER  ROLLING  THROUGH  \ ^\  3     DEGREES 
CAME  TO  REST  BOTTOM  SIDE  UP  WITH    THE 
"turn  of  THE  STARBOARD  BILGe"  ABOUT  26 
FEET  ABOVE  THE  STREAMS  SURFACE,  ALL  WI- 
THIN A  PERIOD  OF  SOME  10  MINUTES.  BEC- 
AUSE OF  THIS  RAPID  CAPSIZING,   A  GOODLY 
NUMBER  OF  THE   CREW  WERE  TRAPPED  AT  THEIR 
BATTLE  STATIONS  AND  UNABLE  TO  ESCAPE. 

AcTUAJ_LY  THE  FIRST  SALVAGE  OPERA- 
TIONS WAS  TO  SAVE  SOME  OF  THESE  ENTRAP- 
PED MEN  FROM  THE  UTAH  AND  LATER  THE 

OKLAHOMA.   This  was  started  almost  im- 
mediately 5Y  CUTTING  HOLES  IN  THE  SHIPS 
bottom  and  thus  ^2  men  were  rescued 
from  within  the  capsized  oklahoma  and 
one  from  the  utah. 

Thereafter  more  urgent  salvage 

OPERATIONS  were  UNDERTAKEN  BY  THE  NEW- 
LY FORMED  Salvage  Section,  with  Comdr. 
Solomon  3.  Isquith,  and  the  salvage  of 
THE  OKLAHOMA  was  left  for  a  later  date.

I   HAD  ORDERED  ALL  MEN  TO  SECURE  THEIR  STATIONS  TO  PREVENT  FIRE  AND  TO  IMMEDIATE- 
LY "abandon  ship"  OVER  THE  SIDE  AS  THE  UTAH  WAS  QUICKLY  ROLLING  OVER  AND  MEN  WHO  DID 
NOT  COME  UP  TO  THE   "tOP  S I DE "  WOULD  BE  CAUGHT  WITHIN  THE  SHIP  FROM  WHICH  THEY  CAP- 
SIZED.  There  would  be  no  escape. 

I   waited  UNTIL  I   RECEIVED  REPORTS  OF  "sECfREo"  FROM  ALL  STATIONS  EXCEPT  THE 

FORWARD  Dynamo  Room  which  was  operating  the  steam  electrical  generators  for  lighting 
AND  power.   But  I  had  to  leave  my  station  in  the  Engineers  Loo  Room  as  the  ship  was 
there  on  its  side  -  and  still  rolling  over  fast. 

After  getting  all  men  in  sight  off  the  ship,  I  went  below  to  see  if  more  men 

WERE  still  below  AND  THAT   IS  HOW  I   WAS  CAUGHT  WITHIN  THE  ROLLED  OVER  SHIP  -  AND  HAD 
to  climb  in  THE  TURNED  OVER  SHIP  AND  IN  DARKNESS  TO  A  POST  HOLE   IN  THE  CAPTAIn's 
CABIN  FROM  WHICH  1   ESCAPED  INTO  THE  WATER.    AfTER  THE  FIRST  RAID  (thERE  WERE  TWO 
SEPARATE  raids),  HAVING  MY  MEN  ON  THE  SHORE,   1   HEARD  A  T  OP  P  I  NG  l\D  I  SE  ON  THE  UtAH  AND 
ASKED  FOR  VOLUNTEERS  TO  RETURN  TO  THE  NOW  CAPSIZED  UtAH  AND  WE  WENT  ON  THE  BOTTOM 
OF  THE  SHIP  WHICH  WAS  NOW  OUT  OF  THE  WATERS  AND  TAPPED  THE  BOTTOM.    vVE  RECEIVED  A 
REPLY  TOPPING  FROM  INSIDE  THE  BOTTOM.    rtE  WENT  TO  THE  NEXT  SHIP  RalEIGH  WHICH  WAS 
ON  FIRE  AND  LISTING  BADLY  AND  OBTAINED  A  CUTTING  OUTFIT  AND  WITH  THAT  RETURNED  TO 

THE  Utah  and  cut  a  hole  in  the  bottom  and  out  came  fireman  Vassen.   .vhen  I  asked 
HIM  if  he  received  word  to  secure  and  abandon  ship,  he  said  "yes  sir"  but  I  stayed 
to  give  you  light  on  the  ship  to  help  get  mhn  off. 

I  recommended  him  for  a  Navy  Cross  which  he  received  and  on  delivery  of  that 
award  I  told  him  "you  are  probably  the  only  man  in  the  U.S.  Navy  who  received  a 
Navy  Cross  for  disobeying  orders".   But  as  it  turned  out  -  because  of  such  cutting 

into  the  capsized  ship  -  THE  SAME  PROCESS  WAS  USED  ON  THE  CAPSIZED  OKLAHOMA  AND  ^2 

MEN  WERE  CUT  OUT  ALIVE  -  ALL  BECAUSE  OF  A  SEAMON  WHO  REMAINED  AT  HIS  POST  OF  DUTY 

KNOWING  THAT  HE  WOULD  BE  CAUGHT  WITHIN  THE  SHIP  -  BUT  OF  HIS  ENDEAVOUR  TO  SAVE  AS 

MANY  OF  HIS  SHIPMATES  AS  POSSIBLE  -  THE  SPIRIT  OF  THE  NaVY.
